In this connection it is well to rem em ­ 
ber th a t the Jew s addressed by John 
and th e disciples of Jesus were already 
God s people by covenant, and were 
already reckonedly justified: hut th a t 
on account of disobedience to their 
covenant they needed to reform, and 
to return again to harmony with God 
in order that they might be fit subjects 
for the privileges and liberties of the 
Gospel age; namely to become the sons 
of God.

/vs a result of the conference At­ 
torney General Barker will write a 
letter to each of the fire insurance 
companies represented 
by 
Rumsey, 
giving the same construction of the 
Orr anti-trust law' that he gave to the 
American 
Central 
Fire 
Insurance 
company before 
the 
foreign 
com­ 
panies quit business .and these let­ 
ters, it is said, will be the basis of 
settlement with these companies. 
In these letters he will call atten­ 
tion to the fact that the Orr anti­ 
trust act is word for word the same 
as the old anti-trust law which the 
companies have been operating un­ 
der for almost twenty-five years, ex­ 
cept. for section 10,313A, which he 
will hold is simply 
declaratory 
of 
what the law’ is and neither adds nor 
subtracts from its force. 
Rumsey will, it is understood, upon 
the receipt of these letters, recom­ 
mend the immediate 
resumption 
of 
business 
in 
Missouri by the com­ 
panies which he represents. 
The attorney general assured Rum­ 
sey that he would dismiss his suit in 
the supreme court against any com­ 
pany which returns to Missouri be­ 
fore he begins to take testimony. 
Rumsey’s peace mission to Jeffer­ 
son City probably will be forerunner 
of others. 
During the next ten days, 
I* is thought here that all the com­ 
panies will resume business. 
There are four factors which au­ 
thorities believe will bring tho recal­ 
citrant companies back: 
(I) Attor 
ney General Barker’s conspiracy pro­ 
ceedings pending 
in

(2) The fear of criminal pro­ 
ceedings. 
(3) The organization of 
new stock mutual and interinsurance 
companies to pre-empt the insurance 
field in Missouri.

They deny that 
they quit business

insurance; that their purpose is to 
cripple the credit and business of the 
state; that they are members of an 
association having for 
its

control of business and rate s; that 
they issued any circulars about their 
withdrawal. 
The answer contends

panies lost $1,000,000 a year in Mis­ 
souri. and that it is impossible for 
them to do business under the Orr 
anti-trust law.

Hartman by an M., K. & T. train at 
Rocheport, Mo., Saturday, chronicled 
in Monday's Democrat, was written 
cf more in detail in the Columbia 
Times of Monday afternoon, 
as fol­ 
lows: 


“Lee Hartman, a machinist for the 
J. L. 
Case 
machine 
works, 
was 
struck by passenger train No. 10 ow 
the M., K. & T. at Rocheport Sa« 
nrday, and 
died 
from 
his injuries 
about three hours later. 
“Coroner Davis was notified about 
ti o’clock Saturday 
afternoon. 
He> 
went to Rocheport and held an 
In­ 
quest over the body. 
The verdict 
was that the deceased came to his 
death by oeing struck by an engine. 
“Hartman 
arrived 
at 
Rocheport 
Friday. He was installing some ma­ 
chinery in the Chamberlain & Fel­ 
lows rock quarry. Saturday afternoon 
Fe was at the 
depot 
at Rocheport 
talking to the agent. 
“A freight train was on the siding 
waiting for No. IO, which is the Katv 
Limited, to pass. 
Hartman stepped 
out of the station and started walk­ 
ing west down the track. He hnd 
his head down and was evidently in 
a deep study. 
“ He had hardly gone 
thirty feet 
when the engine was upon him. Ho 
saw his danger too late, and beyond 
throwing his hands above his head 
he made no effort to escape. 
“He wras struck in the abdomen by 
the deadwood on the pilot of the en­ 
gine and thrown about twenty feet 
to one side. The train never stopped 
and it is possible the 
crew’ 
never 
knew’ they had hit a man. 
“Bystanders carried Hartman to a 
doctor’s office, w’here 
an 
examina­ 
tion was made. Both a rm s were bro­ 
ken and he suffered 
from internal 
injuries, which caused his death. 
“The accident happened at 2:18 in 
the afternon and Hartman lived un­ 
til 5:30. 
He regained consciousness 
shortly after the accident and told 
who his people were and who to no­ 
tify.

“Hartman's father was notified at 
once and came to Columbia on the 
Wabash yesterday morning.

Mr. Powell feels that an injustice

“ In the first place,” said Mr. Powell, 
“it should be understood that the cost 
of maintaining the High school, as 
well as all other schools in the dis­ 
trict, is met by the taxpayers of 
the

knows, the tax is very high, and nei­ 
ther the board nor any other person 
has the right to perm it students not 
living in the district 
to 
use 
the 
schools without paying their just pro­ 
portion of the expense. 
It has bJ*en 
the aim of tile board to fix the tui­ 
tion fees at as near the actual cost 
as possible. 
“ By actual cost I mean just what 
is required to pay the teachers, jani 
tors, heat, light and incidentals of 
the schools, without taking into ac 
count, anything for plant investment 
or wear and tear of buildings, etc. 
“ During the last year an accurate 
account of the expense of maintain­ 
ing the High school 
was 
carefully 
kept and the total was divided by the 
number of pupils taught, and it was 
found that the cost for each pupil 
per school year wag exactly' $39.30. 
or very nearly $5 per month nor pupil 
‘‘With this information before it. 
the board could not in justice to the 
tax-payers of the district perm it out­ 
side pupils to use the school for the 
old rate of $3 per month, or $‘27 for 
the full nine months, $12.30 less than 
the cost, and so it was decided to 
raise the fee. 
In making the “ais© to 
$1, the board felt it was getting as 
close to the cost as possible, but was 
still giving the outside pupil the ben 
efit of $3.30 for the school year. 
“ As far as I am concerned.” con

the greatest poultry enemy during 
the summer. 
They are small, trans­ 
parent insects that infest tho poultry 


houses. 
When gorged with blood, 
they appear red and thus are known 
as the red-mite. 
Frequently they 
occur in large patches in cracks and 
dark places about the buildings. 
One rarely finds them on the fowls. 
They remain in the house during the 
day and crawl to the bird at night, 
feeding by biting the skin and sucking 
the blood. 
They breed best in dark, 
damp 
places 
and 
multiply 
very 
rapidly. 
The Missouri College of Agriculture 
offers the following suggestions for 
preventing and eradicating mites. The 
first step is to construct a poultry 
house so that it has an abundance of 
light. 
There should also lie a lib­ 
eral amount of ventilation so that the

dry. 
Window’s 
should be screened so that sparrows 
can not bring them from infested 
quarters. 
Absolute cleanliness will 
deprive them of places favorable for 
their breeding.

Use of Fertiflizers for Wheat. 


By M. F. Miller. 


Columbia, Mo., July 28—The use of 
fertilizers for wheat in Missouri is in- 
creasing. 
This is due partly to the 
tact that the land is getting high in 
value as compared with its productive 
capacity, partly to the fact that the 
land is becoming more worn and part­ 
ly to the fact that the use of fort iiiz- 
frs is becoming better understood. 
On worn lands, the application of 
(-yen small amounts 
of 
commercial 
fertilizer is usually accompanied by 
good returns. 
This is particularly 
tine of prairie land, although 
tile 
same holds true on worn timber land, 
Wheat requires for its best growth 
a soil which is particularly well sup. 
plied 
with 
available 
nitrogen 
and 
phosphorus. 
In Missouri most soils 
have a rather large quantity of pot­ 
assium and this is. therefore, not so 
important to the wheat crop, except 
on the most worn soils.- Where land 
has grew n clover regularly and espec­ 
ially where some manure has been 
applied or crops pastured down, the 
use of nitrogen in the fertilizer is not 
so l ceesf ary. 
On such lands the 
Missouri College of Agriculture ad­ 
vises the application of a steamed 
bonemeal containing around I per 
cent nitrogen and 27 to 30 per cent 
phosphoric acid, used at the rate of j 
IOO to 200 ponds per acre.
